INTERNATIONAL Research in migration has been peculiarly suscep- 
MIGRATION tible to the changing problems of the areas and the 
periods in which demographers work. American stud- 
ies of international movements diminished after the passage of the 
Exclusion Acts, and virtually ceased as immigration dwindled during 
the depression years. On the other hand, surveys of internal migra- 
tion proliferated as the facts of mass unemployment and the social 
approaches of the New Deal focused governmental attention on the rela- 
tion of people to resources and to economic opportunity. Geographers 
and historians took over the field the demographers had vacated. The 
studies of pioneer settlement directed by Isaiah Bowman and those of 
Marcus Hansen dealing with the Atlantic crossing are outstanding il- 
lustrations of this non-demographic research onessentially demograph- 
ic problems. Even when demographers investigated international move- 
ments they served principally as quantitative analysts of historical 
exchanges. This is not to disparage such studies as that of Truesdell 
on the Canadian inthe United States, orof Coates onthe United States 
immigrant in Canada, but merely toemphasize the point that Americans 
regarded international migration as an issue of the past. 


Interest in international movements quickened again during the 
war years, as the influx of refugees and tne imminent postwar needs 
for resettlement areas raised practical problems of administrative 
procedure on which factual information was urgently needed. Maurice 
Davie's study of the adjustments of refugees and the Brookings Insti- 
tution's report on settlement experience inthe Dominican Republic il- 
lustrate this research that was oriented directly to policy. American 
migration policy itself has not been basically questioned, but Ameri- 
cans have realized the need for careful re-evaluation and justifica- 
tion of that policy if it is to be maintained. The development of a 
research staff in the Immigration and Naturalization Service and the 
current publication of analytical materials in the Monthly Review of 
the Service provide continual research reconnaissance of what is oc- 
curring and presage some future period in which the historical sta- 
tistics on international migration may receive definitive analysis. 
In the meantime, a more mature America is evaluating the effect of 
past migrations on the social, political, and economic problems of 
the present. The most tragic among recent episodes traceable direct-— 
ly to the migration policies of the past is the evacuation of the 
Japanese from the West Coast during the war years. That movement has 
been ably described inthe publications of the War Relocation Author- 
ity and analyzed in the studies of Dorothy Swaine Thomas. Henry Pratt 
Fairchild's Race and Nationality as Factors in American Life raises 
in broader perspective the fundamental problems of national unity 
that past migrations have left as a heritage to the America of today 
(Title 1045, this issue). 


International migration remained a problem throughout much of 
the world. International organizations were cognizant of the prob- 
lems of refugees and of normal migrants. The reports of the High Com- 
missioner for Refugees of the League of Nations and the migration 
studies of the International Labour Office are primary research docu- 
ments for the student of the population movements of the interwar 
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decades. The movements into France stimulated a comprehensive lit- 
erature inFrance and the countries of supply. As the post—depression 
crisis developed there were increasingly vocal demands for "Lebensraum" 
from the "Have-Not" countries. An International Studies Conference 
considered the relation between population and peace. In Asia sizeable 
migrations continued as the Chinese sought employment in the fields 
and the factories of the expanding economy of the Puppet State of Man- 
choukuo. -Japanese moved out into the Empire they were industrializing, 
while Koreans moved to fill the less remunerative positions within the 
economy of Japan Proper. Oriental exclusion remained a "sore spot." 
Forsyth's liyth of the Open Spaces stated in rational analytical form 
the facts of the situation, whereas Mukerjee's Migrant Asia sketched 
the problems and the claims to be expected from Asia's multiplying 
millions if the political barriers to the movements of men across in- 
ternational frontiers should ever be assessed within a different po- 
litical milieu. 


The events of World War II revealed the potential instability of 
tne barriers to international migration so painstakingly erected by 
national states. The persecution and flight of the Jews, the redis- 
tribution of the Volksdeutsche, and the crescendo of movements that 
accompanied the military expansion of Nazi Germany created anew lit- 
erature, although the demands of total war and the absence of statis- 
tical raw materials slowed the progress of analytical research. The 
war-induced redistributions of population were completed inlarge part 
in the late warandearly postwar periods, but new streams of refugees 
and deportees created serious humanitarian problems. Population 
transfers continued to be carried out inhopeless attempts to achieve 
political stability by creating ethnic homogeneity. Germans and Jap- 
anese were repatriated. The delineation of the boundaries of the Do- 
minion of India and Pakistan was accompanied by communal strife and 
extensive population transfers. The Chinese movement that followed 
the Japanese conquest of the coastal areas was liquidated in part 
after 1945, but new migrations accompanied tne civil war. Superimposed 
on these war-induced movements were those in process or projected to 
hasten the restoration of war-shattered economies by abetter balancing 
of the manpower supplies and the manpower requirements of national 
states. 


There isaprolific postwar literature on migration facts, prob- 
lems, and policies in the various countries of the world. Interna- 
tional organizations are assessing needs and their own individual and 
collective roles in meeting them. Review or evaluation of this na- 
tional and international literature would be premature, for the per- 
manent significance of the war-associated dispersions and of the plans 
of governments and international organizations is not yet apparent. 
A resume of two recent documents will serve to indicate the direction 
of international planning, the one among the countries of Europe 
jointly planning their economic recovery, the other among the inter- 
national organizations. Three recent studies of international migra- 
tion in Europe will then be summarized against this background of 
economic reconstruction, political reorientation, and contemplated 
policy action: Economics of Migration, by Julius Isaac (Title 914, 
this issue); Europe's Population inthe Interwar Years, by Dudley Kirk 





(Title 13(4):1683); and Europe on the Move, by Eugene M. Kulischer 
(New York, Columbia University Press, 1947. vii, 357 pp.). 











Committee on European Economic Cooperation 


The Committee onEuropean Economic Cooperation faced the problems 
of maldistribution and under-utilization of manpower as factors re- 
tarding economic recovery. Hence it established a Manpower Committee 
and gave it the task of "...assessing the availability and require- 
ments of labour among the participating countries and of determining 
ways in which the coordinated transfers of workers between these 
countries can be facilitated." The technical report of that Manpower 
Committee was published in October, 1947 (Title 14(1):36). The Com- 
mittee onEuropean Economic Cooperation went further, however, for it 
suggested that a conference of representatives of countries, the In- 
ternational Labour Organisation, and the International Refugee Organi- 
zation should be convened by the Italian Government in January, 1948. 
That Conference, meeting in Rome from January 26 toFebruary 9, 1948, 
dealt with the broader problems of the international movements of 
manpower as well as with the redistribution of manpower within the 
various countries and its productivity. The Preliminary General Report 
assesses the present manpower situation, and recommends actions to be 
taken nationally by immigration and emigration countries to increase 
the manpower available for essential branches of production and to 
find employment for surplus manpower. It then proceeds to a consid- 
eration of migration and manpower transfer, and recommends the es- 
tablishment of a continuing manpower committee to secure "a better 
practical application of bilateral migration agreements and to reduce 
the difficulties of obstacles holding upmigration movements" (p. 33). 


The United Nations and Migration 


Definition of the role of the United Nations and the Specialized 
Agencies in the field ofmigration has been complicated by the magni- 
tude of the problems and the fact that the subject asawhole does not 
fall neatly within the province of a particular institution or divi- 
Sion. The Permanent Migration Committee of the International Labour 
Organisation, meeting August 26-31, 1946, urged acoordinated approach 
to migration problems. On March 29, 1947, the Economic and Social 
Council of the United Nations adopteda resolution requesting the Pop- 
ulation and Social Commissions, inconsultation with other appropriate 
agencies, to report on a practical plan for the allocation of func- 
tions among the various organs of the United Nations concerned in the 
field of migration. To implement this resolution, the Inter-Divisional 
Committee on Migration, in cooperation with the International Labour 
Organisation and other Specialized Agencies, has issued a Report... 
On the Allocation of Functions among the Various Organs Concerned in 
the Field of Migration (Social Commission, Third Session, Item 4f of 
the Draft Agenda. Economic and Social Council E/CN.5/40. 10 February 
1948. 99 pp.). 


The fundamental assumption of the Committee was that "...migra- 
tion, if properly directed and organized, can be of great economic 
and social usefulness as a part of the economic and social policy of 
the countries concerned" (p. 11). The proper allocation of interna- 
tional responsibilities and the coordination of programs and activi- 
ties in the field require a larger measure of international coopera- 
tion in fulfilling the following functions: (1) Information; (2) Ad- 
vising on migration schemes and their financing; (3) International 
placement of manpower; (4) Simplification of formalities and reduction 
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of costs; (5) Protectionof the social and economic rights of migrant 
workers; (6) Protection of the rights of migrants as citizens and al- 


iens. 


Chapter I of the Report of the United Nations Inter—Divisional 
Committee onMigration describes the international cognizance of these 
functions in the past and suggests the directions inwhich they could 
or should be developed. Chapter II is concerned with the machinery of 
coordination, including both the historical and the present situation, 
and Chapter III presents recommendations as to basic aims of the United 
Nations activities in migration. It is suggested that the Economic 
and Social Council express the wish that international arrangements 
in matters of migration include as soon as possible: (1) Adequate 
protection of migrants, based on the application of the principle of 
equality of treatment of migrant workers; (2) Development of inter- 
national employment services based on collaboration of the Interna- 
tional Labour Organisation and appropriate organs of the United Na- 
tions; (3) Broadening the present systemof international information 
in matters of migration; (4) Fostering a positive programme for the 
improvement of statistics on international migration. 


Economics of Migration 


In hisEconomics of Migration, Julius Isaac defines the phenomena 
with which he is todeal as "the movement of free individuals from one 
country to another with the intention of effecting a lasting change 
in permanent residence" (p. 23). He limits his study to the role of 
migration as thus defined “in moulding the social structure of the 
Western World during the century between the Napoleonic Wars and the 
first World War" (p. 3). An evaluation of the significance of the mi- 
gratory movements in the Greek City-State, the Roman State, and the 
period of Mercantilism serves as historical background for ananalysis 
of the interrelationships of liberalism, migration, and economic ex- 
pansion in the nineteenth century. Chapter III, "Factors determining 
the *volume and direction of migration," stresses the predominance of 
the rational economic incentive. Chapter IV, "Migration as ameans of 
adjusting a disharmonious distribution of population," suggests mar- 
ginal productivity asacriterion for determining the conditions under 
which migration is advantageous in a static economy, and summarizes 
demographic trends invarious regions of the world’and their implica- 
tions for migration. In Chapter V factors determining the desirable 
volume of immigration and emigration and methods of settlement are 
discussed onthe basis of past experience; this is followed by a brief 
note on the scope for international planning. The two final chapters 
are devoted respectively to the effects of migration from the demo- 
graphic and economic viewpoints, and the relationships of migration, 
international trade, and international capital movements. 


Migration within and from Interwar Europe 


Dudley Kirk's Europe's Population in the Interwar Years was noted 
in a previous issue of the Index (Vol. 13, No. 4, pp. 280-282). It 
is relevant to the present discussion, however, in that the central 
third of the book is devoted to a comprehensive description of the 
effects of migration and of the failure tomigrate on the demographic 
development of Europe in the ‘twenties and the 'thirties.. In this 














period the statistics onplace of birth of the European population in 
Europe and overseas reflected the residue of historic migrations, and 
the statistics of contemporary migrations reflected the passing of 
the period of free migration, the role of the liquidation of one war 
and the preparation for another in determining the movements of people, 
and the snift from overseas to intracontinental migration as the ma- 
jor international movement. 


Historical and geographical analysis of the overseas movements of 
Europeans in relation to demographic trends within Europe leads to 
the conclusion that "the peopling of other continents from Europe is 
probably a passing phenomenon" (p. 96). The trend in overseas migra- 
tion has been downward for forty years, partly owing to war and de- 
pression, but continuing during peace and prosperity. Relaxation of 
restrictions on immigration and emigration is not to be expected. 
The relative attractiveness of overseas countries is declining, for 
the lure of the world's remaining open spaces cannot compete with 
the opportunities for urban employment within Europe itself. Rising 
tides of nationalism combine with increasing rigidities in social and 
economic structures to make the continuation of controls highly prob- 
able. Only distress migration can be expected in the future. 


The international exchange of population among the nations of 
Europe was sizeable, particularly inthe ‘twenties, but comparison of 
the state-of-birth statistics in the censuses around 1930 suggests 
that it had not yet achieved a magnitude comparable to that of over- 
seas movements. The residue of past overseas migrations indicated 
Several times as large a net movement of people as did international 
migration within Europe. This was true even though the volume of 
intercontinental migration declined considerably during the 'twenties, 
whereas movements within Europe retained their importance. It should 
be noted, however, that neither overseas nor intracontinental migra- 
tions dominated the population changes of the majority of the nations 
of Europe during the interwar decades. (See front cover chart.) Among 
the countries showing anincrease through-migration during the 'twen- 
ties, Greece gained heavily by the population exchanges with Turkey 
and Bulgaria, while France and to a lesser extent Belgium and the 
Netherlands became the magnets for European movements. Ireland and 
Scotland continued to lose population, but Italy was the outstanding 
country of emigration. In the 'twenties she lost-three-quarters of 
a million population to the continent, and almost 600 thousand over- 
seas. 


Migration between countries dwindled still furtherinthe 'thir- 
ties. The historic forces operating against overseas migration were 
intensified, while depression, chaotic economic conditions, and po- 
litical barriers reduced intracontinental movements. Germany within 
its 1937 boundaries became a country of relatively heavy immigration 
in the late 'thirties, but the major sources of recruitment were the 
Sudeten area and Austria. Intracontinental migration reflected the 
political climate of the continent as well as the relative economic- 
demographic structure of the nations. 


Internal migration was the most significant movement inthe lives 
of individuals and the economies of nations during the interwar dec- 
ades. "In the middle of the interwar period some 10 million inhabit- 
ants of Europe west of*the Soviet Union were resident outside the 
country of their birth. By contrast, asmany as 75 million were living 
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outside their native province or department and at least a third of 
all Europeans were living outside the commune or locality of their 
birth. Prior to the war at least 150 million hadmoved from their native 
communities" (p. 126). Kirk describes this movement in some detail 
for the individual countries and regions, and analyzes both the fac- 
tors affecting it and its results. He then considers migration and 
the balance of migration as factors in population growth, utilizing 
primarily average annual net migration rates for minor civil divi- 
sions, 1920-1930 and 1930-1940. Since the rates were computed by 
differencing population change and natural increase, they measure, 
within the limits of accuracy of the basic data, the net balance of 
migration toor from each minor political division, regardless of the 
place of origin or destination of the migrant. The demographic sig- 
nificance of net migrations as thus defined was indicated by distin- 
guishing three major types of areas: 


A. Areas of dispersion 
Depopulation through out-migration; out-migration 
more than half the natural increase; out-migration 
less than half the natural increase 

B. Areas of balance 
Average annual migration balance of less than 2.5 per 
1,000 inhabitants 

C. Areas of absorption 
In-migration less than the natural increase; in-mi- 
gration more than the natural increase; "repopulation" 
through migration, i.e., in-migration combined with 
natural decrease (p. 165) 


Migration remained important as Europe reached economic—demo- 
graphic maturity within the political structure of the interwar dec- 
ades. It wasinternal rather thaninternational movement that achieved 
pre-eminent significance, however. Within the areas of free migration, 
i.e., the political subdivisions of sovereign states, migration was 
a fundamental technique of population adjustment, oftenamore impor- 
tant determinant of population change than natural increase itself. 
Migration viewed from the standpoint of national states was a rela- 
tively minor factor in population change, withsuch notable exceptions 
as the movements to France and the Low Countries in the 'twenties, 
the exchanges within the British Isles, and the redistribution within 
Greater Germany. 


Europe on the Move 


A more theoretical examination of European migration is presented 





in Eugene M. Kulischer's Europe on the Move. The thesis of the mi- 
gratory current and the intimate relationship of war and migration 
was developed by Alexander Kulischer and the author in Kriegs- und 


Wanderziige, Weltgeschichte als Vélkerbewegung (Berlin, Walter de Gruy- 
ter, 1932). In this earlier work the thesis was tested for three 


historical periods: the seventh to the tenth centuries, the sixteenth 
to the seventeenth centuries, and the nineteenth and twentieth cen- 
turies up to World War I. The present study continues the interpre- 
tation of European history in terms of actual‘and thwarted population 
movements for the period from World War I until late 1947. 
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The theoretical framework underlying Europe on the Move is based 
On the assumption that catastrophic events are inherent elements rather 
than disturbances of demographic-economic evolution. The migratory 
current gives content toeach historical period; political history is 
merely the surface configuration ofevents. Migration, whether peace- 
ful or violent, is an expression of a trend toward the equalization 
of economic density. The relations of war and migration are complex; 
a warlike migration can always be traced toa peacetime migration, but 
thwarted peacetime migrations lead towar only if the flow of the pre- 
vailing migratory current is blocked. A period of progress is char- 
acterized by large outlets for surplus people andacontinuous enlarge- 
ment of the economic base as a result of these migrations. For in- 
stance, peace as the normal state of humanity occurred for the first 
time in world history with the overseas migrations of the nineteenth 
and early twentieth centuries and the Russian drive to the east. When 
the colonization areas inthe Western and the Eastern Hemispheres were 
closed simultaneously, World War I resulted. 


The explanation of world history as migration is less monistic 
than would appear from the simple statement of the thesis, for migra- 
tory currents are interpreted as reactions to differential population 
pressure. Their function is to achieve or to restore demographic-— 
economic equilibrium. If primacy were given to the economic—demograph- 
ic relationship, the theory of the migratory current would approximate 
the theory of population pressure as a cause of war. It should be 
noted that neither as formulated gives adequate recognition to eco- 
nomic expansion through industrialization as a possible substitute 
for migration or war. 


Kulischer's erudite exposition of his thesis as it applies to 
Russian history from 1915 to1941 is particularly valuable to Western 
réaders, who do not have access to Slavic literature. He traces the 
political, economic, and migratory shifts from the westward movement 
of the Russian armies through the retreat, the revolutions, the fam— 
ines of the early ‘twenties, NEP, the collectivization of agriculture, 
the famine of 1930, and the industrialization and urbanization that 
followed. By the late 'thirties the blocking of migration to the 
lands and cities of the east and the increase of population in the 
overcrowded agricultural areas of European Russia had raised anew the 
potentiality of a shift of the Russian migratory current westward a- 
cross the historic watershed that then divided the migratory streams 
of Europe and the Soviet Union. 


Succeeding sections describe the migrations in the interwar pe- 
riod in the other regions of Europe. The thesis of the predominance 
of the migratory current is maintained throughout. The war of 1914- 
1918 had re-established the "watershed"; to the east, Russia was re- 
constituted; to the west, the traditional migratory trends were re- 
vived. Governmental policies that attempted to counter or to deter 
the prevailing currents were doomed (p. 125). Even colonization pol- 
icies succeeded only as they followed the general direction of the 
people's movements. As early as 1923 the continental watershed sepa- 
rated two worlds (p. 136). The accumulation of masses, the absence 
of outlets, and the cessation of internal migration in Germany pro- 
duced National Socialism (pp. 187-188). Mussolini's. march on Rome was 
",...the culmination of awarlike and migratory movement..." (p. 209). 
The advance of Franco's armies and the flight of Republican refugees 
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followed the old paths of internal migration (p. 238). In the inter- 
war period, "...the east-west current swept across Europe, accumula- 
ting a vast migratory potential near barricaded borders" (p. 250). 
Economic and demographic evolution tended toward war (Ch. VIII). 


Chapter 1X, "The displacement of population during the Second World 
War," summarizes the migrations considered inmore detail in The Dis- 
placement of Population in Europe andcarries that story forward from 
the peak of expansion under Hitler inlate 1943 through the recession 
to the collapse of 1945. Chapter X, "Postwar population movements," 
traces systematically the intricate movements of the early postwar 
years in the various parts of the continent. There is presented in 
tabular form a summary of the redistribution of population produced 
by World War II, giving for movements classified by type the date, the 
route, the number of persons, and the group involved. This redistri- 
bution corresponded in general to the pattern of differential fertil- 
ity, but it was not a rational process. Instead, "the migratory cur- 
rent which had been obstructed by social factors and artificial bar- 
riers made its way over fields of carnage and heaps of ruins" (p. 306). 
The historic watershed of European migration disappeared. 


Kulischer's final chapter, "The outlook," isaplea for realistic 
evaluation of the role of migration in the preservation of the peace, 
based on the thesis that "...to admit immigration is better than to 
be obliged to repel invasion" (p. 324). 


It is obvious from this brief review that population movements 
retain their importance among demographic problems. If these early 
Samples of the literature may be taken as anindex, the postwar years 
will bring a rapid upswing in work on migration at all levels-—-the 
theoretical, the descriptive, and the practical--both from national 
and international points of view. 


THE LABOR FORCE In 1943 the Committee onLabor Market Research of 


IN THE the Social Science Research’Council recommended 
UNITED STATES, that "a thorough examination should be made of the 
1890-1960 effect of population factors upon the size and 


composition of the active and potential labor 
force," and that ways should be found of "overcoming the sharp segre- 
gation which has hitherto existed between the work of population stu- 
dents and of labor economists." The resultant research project was 
Sponsored and supervised by the Scripps Foundation for Research in 
Population Problems, financed by a grant from the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion, and executed by John D. Durand in close cooperation with the 
Bureau of the Census. The report, The Labor Force inthe United States, 
1890- » is issued as a research monograph by the Social Science 
Research Council. 





Formal demographic research-is a relatively advanced technical 
field of specialization within the social sciences. Its basic units 
of enumeration-—-persons, births, and deaths--are discrete and defin- 




















able. There are problems of underenumeration and underregistration, 
but adjustment techniques have been highly developed and relatively 
standardized. In labor force statistics there are not only the enu- 
merative difficulties of population statistics but also complicated 
problems of changing definitions. Moreover, if labor force statistics 
are to be related analytically to population data there are further 
difficulties, for problems must be conceptualized and techniques e- 
volved in a field which few students of any nation have tilled. 


The analysis of labor force trends in the United States devel- 
oped by Durand, Whelpton, and their co-workers in the Scripps Founda- 
tion and the Bureau of the Census is comprehensive and concise. Trends 
are analyzed for component elements of the labor force from 1890 to 
1940, with estimations of the interrelationship among factors and 
their influence on total change. The role of specific demographic 
factors on labor force participation is evaluated in detail because 
the data are available, but there is also an analysis of short-run 
and long-run economic factors. The experience of the war and early 
postwar years is considered, and there is a projection of the labor 
force from 1940 to 1960. Summary of this analysis on either the sub- 
stantive or the methodological level is impossible within brief com- 
pass. Hence only the over-all national trends in labor force growth 
will be noted, after which attention will be focused on that aspect 
of labor force dynamics most directly relevant to demography, the 
Changing role of women. 


The labor force of the United States grew from about 22 million 
in 1890 to 53 million in 1940. Although the number of workers in- 
creased at the rate of around 600 thousand annually for the period 
as a whole, the rate of increase was decelerating. Then between 1940 
and 1945 the labor force expanded from 53 to 64 million, an increase 
of about 2.1 million per year. Most of this increase disappeared 
with peace, for between April, 1945 and April, 1946 the labor force 
decreased about 6 million. There was little change in the following 
year. The logical assumption is that "when the postwar reaction has 
run its course the labor force is likely to resume its historic tend- 
ency to grow at a slackening rate" (p. 20). The anticipated change 
to 1960 isestimated by extending the long-range prewar relationships 
between the growth of the labor force and the growth of the population 
and applying them tothe future population asestimated by the Scripps 
Foundation and the Bureau of the Census on assumptions of "medium" 
fertility and mortality trends and a net immigration of 100 thousand 
annually. Adjustments are made for the assumed permanent effects of 
changes during the period of World War II. These estimates indicate 
a labor force of 59.1 million in April, 1950, as compared with 53.3 
million in 1940. For April, 1960, the total is 63.5 million. The 
projected increase of 4.4 million between 1950 and 1960 is only three- 
fourths as great as the increase during the 1930's. 


The major factor in the absolute increase in the labor force in 
the past has been population growth. As population increase tapers 
off, factors that influence the extent and the duration of labor force 
participation by the component groups of the population assume in- 
creasing importance. The trend of labor force as a percentage of to- 
tal population has been generally upward, for the proportion of young 
Children in the population has been decreasing and that of women in

the labor force increasing. Offsetting factors have been the increase 
in the proportion of the aged in the population, the decline in the 
proportion of young people in the labor force, and the trend toward 
the earlier retirement of elderly men. 


Durand approaches the problem of measuring the influence on the 
labor force of changes in such demographic factors as sex, age, race 
and nationality, women's marital status, women's family characteris-— 
tics, and farm-nonfarm residence by amethod of multiple standardiza- 
tion worked out by Edwin D. Goldfield. Durand concludes that demo- 
graphic changes have played a fairly important part in producing the 
expansion of tne labor force asa percentage of the United States pop-— 
ulation, the reduction in labor force participation of males, and the 
increase of the female labor force. (See Chart 1.) 


Among the most interesting analyses of the study is that of the 
factors affecting the female labor force. In 1890 only 17 per cent 
of all women 20 to 64 years of age were in the labor force; in 1940, 
the proportion had increased to 29. In 1890 few married women and 
only half the spinsters inthe age group 25-34 were inthe labor force. 
By 1940 the proportion of married women inthe labor force had reached 
20 for women 25 to 34, and gainful employment had become the accepted 
mode of living for the single woman. (See Charts 2 and 3.) The pro-

jections indicate that by 1960 the female labor force of 18.2 million 
will include 37 per cent of all women aged 20 to 64. 


Only a small proportion of total labor force changes in the pe- 
riod from 1920 to 1940 was associated with the changing family char- 
acteristics of women. The influence of changing marital status on 
labor force participation operated slowly during the interwar decades. 
Fertility, defined as "changes in the percentages [of women] having 
no children under 10 and one ormore children under that age," played 
a relatively small role in producing changes in the proportions of 
the population in the labor force, in part because only a minority 
of married women were in the labor force py 1940. Even in the case 
of married women, however, increasing proportions employed were due 
chiefly to factors other than the changing proportions with children 
under age 10. 


Cohort analysis proveda penetrating tool in studying the trends 
in labor force participation of women. There is a typical pattern of 
participation for a cohort of women passing through adult life. The 
period of increasing participation extends to early adulthood. Then 
there isaperiod of decreasing labor market activity associated with 
marriage and childbearing, which in turn is followed by a period of 
gradually increasing participation with the maturing of children and 
the increasing incidence of widowhood. Finally there is a period of 
decreasing employment as the cohort moves on to old age. This pattern 
of accession to and withdrawal from the labor force has remained rela- 
tively unchanged for native white women. What has changed is the 
level at which the cycle occurs, and this is apparently determined by 
the level of participation of the cohort in its early years. 


Durand analyzes the relationship of short- and long-range eco- 
nomic factors, and devotes a special chapter to the wartime expansion 
and postwar contraction of the labor force, 1940-1947. This is fol- 
lowed by a more detailed description and analysis of the labor force 
projections. It is interesting to note that under the assumptions of 
basic continuity in population and labor force trends women become 
the chief source of additions to the labor force. Eventually, of 
course, the increase of women cannot compensate for the decrease of 
men, and total labor force decline will occur. Before this time is 
reached the nation may face an economic-demographic policy dilemma, 
for population policies oriented toward increasing the childbearing 
role of women may conflict with economic policies oriented toward the 
maintenance or increase of the labor force. This is one of the prob- 
lems discussed by Durand in his final chapter on "Demographic aspects 
of labor force policy." 


The monograph is completed by four technical appendixes: A. Ad- 
justment of labor force statistics, pp. 191-218; B. Methods of ana- 
lyzing factors of labor force change, pp. 219-236; C. Methods of pro- 
jecting labor force trends, pp. 237-258; and D. Derivation of average 
number of years in the labor force and related measures, pp. 259-265. 
A final appendix cites the references. 


The Labor Force in the United States, 1890-1960, by John D. Du- 
rand, is scheduled for publication by the Social Science Research 
Council on April 15, 1948. 
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UNITED NATIONS The progress of plans for demographic work within 
POPULATION the Secretariat of the United Nations has been noted 
REPORTS in previous issues of the Index. (See especially 
Vol. 13, No. 1, pp. 14-16; and Vol. 13, No.4, pp. 
285-286.) The current population and vital statistics tables published 
in the Monthly Bulletin of Statistics of the United Nations reflect 
the development of the collection and processing activities of the 
Statistical Office. Two series of publications now appearing, Studies 
of Census Methods and Reports on the Population of Trust Territories, 
indicate progress in the more analytical tasks outlined by the Popu- 
lation Commission. 


Studies of Census Methods isaseries of brief reports on special 
topics of general interest to nations planning census enumerations. 
No. 1, "Collation of results of population and agricultural censuses," 
was prepared by the Population Division inconsultation with the Food 
and Agriculture Organization. It presents a concise statement of the 
problem, and discusses procedures in sampling, identification of in- 
dividuals associated with particular holdings, treatment of cases of 
multiple association, mechanics of collation, and contents of punched 
cards. -This analysis is based primarily on experience gained ina 
trial collation project in the United States, although the census 
practices in various other countries are noted. Six major studies 
that can be approached through collated population and agricultural 
census data are outlined to indicate the application of the results 
of collation. (See Title 1142, this issue.) 


The second report is not yet available. The third, "Problems of 
defining, identifying, and measuring the agricultural population," 
was prepared by the Food and Agriculture Organization. It proceeds 
froma brief statement of the problem of the definition of agriculture 
to a criterion of occupation or industry (definitions based on the 
classification of individuals and those based on the classification 
of households), a criterion of residence, and a source of income (or 
livelihood) criterion. The major positive factors to be weighed in 
deciding which criterion is the most desirable for general adoption 
are listed, although it is recognized that "...the aims of interna- 
tional comparability...[may bel served better by leaving it to each 
country to adopt the definition best suited to its own special cir- 
cumstances than by advocating universal adoption of a uniform defi- 
nition. But in the long run, it is to be hoped that a uniform cri- 
terion that both yields the best measure ineach country and produces 
maximum comparability between countries will be adopted" (p. 13). 


The Reports on the Population of Trust Territories are prepared 
by the Population Division "...to summarize existing knowledge re- 


garding characteristics of the population, trends of population growth, 
and the relation of population to economic resources in each of the 
territories, for the use of the United Nations and of the administer- 
ing authorities in stimulating the economic, social, and political 
advancement of the peoples under the Trusteeship System." The first 
report, "The population of Western Samoa," was prepared by John D. 
Durand with the assistance of Chia-lin Pan. A resume of population 
growth andadescription of the racial groups precede the analysis of 
factors of population change, population density anddistribution, the 
relation of population to economic development, and future prospects. 
Appendixes contain tables and references. (See Title 755, this issue.) 

















RECENT The Inter American Statistical Institute has em- 
BIBLIOGRAPHIES phasized the analytical control of statistical 
source materials as an indispensable tool for the 
evaluation and analysis of existing statistics and the improvement of 
future statistics. Hence it assembled a staff under the immediate 
direction of Phyllis C. Andersen to compile a selected bibliography 
of the statistical sources of the Western Hemisphere. A preliminary 
working bibliography was issued inMay, 1945, and circulated for crit- 
icism and review. The final compilation has just been issued as Bib-— 
liography of Selected Statistical Sources of the American Nations. 
(See Title 1147, this issue.) It is indeed an international product. 
Statisticians and statistical agencies inthe twenty-two American na- 
tions served as active collaborators. Final review and correction of 
translations from one language to another were made by Francisco de 
Abrisqueta of Colombia for Spanish-English and English-Spanish, Ger- 
mano Jardim for Portuguese-English and English-Portuguese, and 0. A. 
Lemieux for French-English and English-French. The Instituto Bra- 
sileiro de Geografia e Estatistica made a substantial financial con- 
tribution toward the preparation of the volume. 


The aim of the bibliography is threefold: to present a selected 
list of references to statistical sources; toshow the basic materials 
needed for collections within the statistical organizations of each 
nation for work in international statistics; and to present a scheme 
for the arrangement of statistical materials, whether publications 
or data. The citations are highly selected, for only 2,500 titles 
are included from the extensive literature of the Americas. The pres- 
entation plan includes fecur parts: (1) A main list in which publi- 
cations are fully identified and annotated. (References are arranged 
according to country, and within each country according toadecimal 
classification scheme.) All comments are given first in English and 
then in one other language, depending on the language of the publica- 
tion. (2) An alphabetical index. (3) A subject index. (4) An ap- 
pendix, inEnglish and in Spanish, showing the subject classification 
according to which the materials of the volume have been arranged. 


The Bureau of the Census and the Library of Congress have just 
issued National Censuses and Vital Statistics in Europe, 1918-1939, 
by Henry J. Dubester. (See Title 1153, this issue.) This is the sec- 
ond in a series of annotated bibliographies aimed at eventual world 
coverage of census and vital statistics publications. The basic or- 
ganization is alphabetical by country. Within each country the cita- 
tions to censuses are chronological without regard to subject. Brief 
references to current population and vital statistics are by type of 
source, i.e., yearbooks, other official serial publications, sometimes 
"other official," and life tables. English translations of titles 
and Library of Congress call numbers are included. 


COMMITTEE The Committee on Human Reproduction of the National 
ON HUMAN Research Council, acting for the National Committee

ROBERT RENE KUCZYNSKI 


Demographers everywhere learn with sorrow of the death of their 
colleague, Dr. Robert René Kuczynski, just before the end of 1947 at 
his home in London. Few men have done more to advance the profession 
than Dr. Kuczynski, who wasateacher, acivil servant, and a research 
worker in Germany, in the United States, and in Great Britain. 


After training in Germany at the Universities of Freiburg, Munich, 
Strassburg, andBerlin, Dr. Kuczynski joined the research group working 
with Professor Willcox at the United States Census Office in 1900 and 
1901, where he contributed to the fields of population and manufacturing 
statistics. From 1904 to 1926 he held a variety of governmental and 
academic posts in Germany, publishing in the fields of labor, food 
supply, and international finance, as well as in that of demography. 


Dr. Kuczynski's most active period of work in demography began 
with his appointment as Council Member of the Brookings Institution 
in 1926. Between then and 1932, he produced his two volumes on The 
Balance of Births and Deaths, and also Fertility and Reproduction. 
These studies set the pattern for the two types of work for which his 
name will always be remembered: (1) the indefatigable collection of 
time series in vital statistics for comparative analysis throughout the 
world, and (2) the systematic use and exposition of Béckh's fertility 
tables with their final products, to which Kuczynski gave the names 
gross and net reproduction rates. These measures remain among the 
most powerful analytical devices developed inthe field of demography. 


Removing to London University in 1934, first as Research Fellow 
in the School of Economics, and from 1938 to 1941 as Reader in Demog- 
raphy, Dr. Kuczynski continued productive scholarship with his books, 
The Measurement of Population Growth, Colonial Population, and The 
Cameroons and Togoland. In the same period, he also did much to stimu- 
late modernization of the work of the Registrar-—General's Office in 
supplying data on human fertility. 
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After he retired from academic work in1941, Dr. Kucaynski under- 
took what may become his magnum opus, A Demographic Survey of the 
British Colonial Empire. At the time of his death the first two vol- 





umes were in press at Oxford, and the manuscripts of the last two 
volumes were undergoing final editing. His daughter who has served 
as research assistant formany years will see the final volumes through 
the press. 


In his last years, as Demographic Advisor to the Colonial Office, 
Dr. Kuczynski worked intensively, first to gain a profound knowledge 
of the Empire's least adequate statistical systems, and finally to 
lay plans for their improvement. The colonial censuses to be taken 
about 1950 will represent in large measure the fruits of his labors. 
The demographer, outstanding inhis generation for the meaningful in- 
terpretation of data that others had neglected, in his final years 
laid the groundwork for a new advance in the accumulation of basic 
information from which his colleagues everywhere will benefit. 
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BIBLIOGRAPHY 


This bibliography is compiled principally from publications available to the 
editors or cited in the literature. Selection is on the basis of intrinsic merit, 
current interest, and paucity or richness of the literature for the various areas 
and problems. Coverage isless complete in peripheral fields, selection less rigid 
in underdeveloped areas. The major resources utilized in addition to those of the 
Office of Population Research are the current acquisitions of the Princeton Univer- 
sity Library and the Library of Congress. 


The editors acknowledge the generous cooperation of the staff of the Library 
of Congress, and especially that of the Census Library Project, in making the nu- 
merous excellent facilities of the Library available to them. The coverage of the 
official publications of national governments is assisted materially by the contin- 
uing cooperation of the Inter American Statistical Institute and the Office of the 
Coordinator of International Statistics, Bureau of the Census. 


Abstracts contributed by individuals other than the editors are acknowledged 
by placing the name of the contributor in brackets at the end of the entry. Ifa 
translation, abstract, or review is taken from a secondary published source, that 
source is also cited in brackets.
